RUSSIA PROMISES TO RETURN LITHUANIAN DEPOSITS, EMBASSY BUILDINGS. Russian Prime 
Minister Viktor Chernomyrdin, in a telephone conversation with his Lithuanian counterpart Adolfas Slezevicius 
on 23 May, promised that Lithuania will get back its deposits in the former Vneshekononbank and its embassy 
buildings in Rome and Paris without any further delay. Lithuanian government spokesman Vilius Kavaliauskas 
said that Chernomyrdin pledged that Russia will transfer about $10 million ($7 million original deposits and $3 
million interest) to Lithuania this year. He also said that Chernomyrdin gave instructions to the Foreign 
Ministry on returning the Lithuanian embassy buildings in Rome and Paris, which are currently used as Russian
